Good morning. 


In New Mexico, Boards and Commissions fall under our Regulations and Licensing Department 
(RLD). The only exceptions are the Board of Nursing and the Medical Board, which are independent 
agencies established in statute. 


The Department of Health certifies Nurse Midwives, but they have to meet Board of Nursing 
requirements first. We also license EMS personnel. That is it though.

In Alaska professional licensing is not done by the health agency. Professional licensing is 
centralized for al[ state agencies in the AK Department of Commerce, Community & Economic 
Development. The Division of Corporations, Business and Professional Licensing has jurisdiction for 
41 occupations including all health-related professional boards appointed by the Governor and those 
occupations that don't have boards. There are a few exceptions for occupations that have 
certificates and not licenses (teachers, public safety, EMTs). The only health occupations we certify 
(not license) in the Division of Public Health are emergency medical technicians, instructors and 
dispatchers. Several sister-agencies within the AK Department of Health and Social Services license 
facilities and do facility-related employment background checks for hospitals, long-term care and 
child care. These agencies are looking to consolidate functions. In our experience we have found 
consolidated professional licensing to provide a well-qualified workforce and be administratively 
efficient.
